TO HELP AVOID 
POOR STAND 


“Ratr Doll” Method at 
Home Proves Success­ 
ful. 


W ith much of the seed com in­ 
tended for next spring’s planting in 
Illinois below standard because of 
early frosts and late m aturity of 
crop last fall, poor stands can 
avoided only through home test­ 
er this winter, said G. H. Dungan, 
sociate in crop production at the 
dlege of A griculture, University 
Illinois. 
Seed corn should germ inate at 
t d 90 per cent to assure a good 
md. 
Prospective seed 
supplies 
n be tested readily at home by 
e use of the weli known “ rag 
Ii” tester. This tester is made by 
icing' IOO grains of the chosen 
dock on a dampened cloth, 
;g the samples with another 
and rolling the two pieces 
together loosely. The tester should 
be kent damp and at a tem pera­ 
ture of about 80 degrees. 
Testing the samples before late 
winter will give the farm er oppor­ 
tunity to secure 
additional seed 
applies before planting tim e if 
the available supply does not m eas­ 
ure up to the required germ ination 
standards, 
Dungan 
said. 
Good 
duality seed corn may be located 
through the agronom y departm ent 
of the college later this winter. 
While it is too late to improve 
the gem in atio n qualities of com 
that w i'' cured im properly after 
picking 'n the fall, frequently in­ 
spections c * the stored supply will 
help keep the seed in good condi- 
t en. This is esjtecially necessary 
if there is an abrupt change from 
a cold, dry 
condition 
to warm, 
damp weather. 
During such a change the mois­ 
ture condenses and collected on the 
cold grains of com and m ay ruin 
the seed if allowed to rem ain until

}CKTA1LS are more popular as 
a fruit beginner for the dinner 
than soups, though in Europe the 
soups are enjoyed by prince and 
peasant, summer or w inter; chilled 
with shaved ice they make a most 
nourishing dish. 
With fruit soups 
tin? nourishm ent depends upon the 
ingredients 
used, 
as 
with 
oilier 
soups. 
Prunes, raisins, tigs, ba­ 
nanas, persimmons and pawpaws 
have more food value in themselves, 
though 
lacking 
in 
other 
tilings. 
W ith the addition of stock, milk and 
egg, tile food value is increased. 
Dried or canned fruits are used as 
well as the fresh fruits. 


Strawberry and Orange Soup. 
Sprinkle a pint of straw berries 
with sugar and let stand on ice 
for one hour. 
Make a sirup <*f one 
and one-half quarts of w ater and 
a pound of sugar, cook for ten min­ 
utes, add a quart of fresh berries 
with the juice of one lemon. Mash 
and strain, adding a cupful of or­ 
ange juice with the lorries, which 
have been iced. Serve cold. 


Prune and Peach Soup. 
Take one-third of a pound of 
dried prunes and two-thirds of a 
pound of dried peaches, soak over­ 
night. 
In the morning add a pint 
of cold w ater and cook to the boil­ 
ing point, then add two tablespoon­ 
fuls of sago; cook until the sago is 
clear. Add a cupful of cherry, cran­ 
berry or other tart juice and serve 
either hot or cold. 


Apple and Rice Soup. 
Core and slice thin eight unpeeled 
apples. 
Cook them with one-half 
cupful of rice until both are soft, 
using two quarts of boiling w ater. 
Put through a sieve, add spices 
and one half cupful of orange juice 
or grapefruit m arm alade. Serve hot. 
A very appetizing salad may he 
made by stuffing well plumped and 
stewed prunes with cream cheese 
and finely minced celery. Serve on 
lettuce with a spoonful of french 
dressing,or any other kind preferred. 


Fancy Caramels. 
P ut two cupfuls of sugar, one 
cupful of brown sugar, one cup­ 
ful of corn sirup, one cupful of 
cream, two cupfuls of milk, one-half 
cupful of butter in a saucepan and 
cook and stir until the candy forms 
a soft ball when tested in cold wa­ 
ter—240 degrees F. Add one pack­ 
age of dates sliced, and two tea­ 
spoonfuls of vanilla and turn at 
once 
into 
lightly 
greased 
pans. 
When cold remove from the pans 
and cut into squares with a hot 
knife. 
W rap each in waxed pa­ 
per. 
This recipe will make two 
and one-ha lf pounds.

We should frankly explain these 
functions to the public, acquaint 
ti.eru with the laws under which we 
operate and emphasize the vital part 
which banks play in the economic 
life of tile Nation.

banking and credit system .” 


The Government in Banking 
Another resolution said: 
“We particularly emphasize the 
desirability of the retirem ent of gov­ 
ernment from those fields of extend 
tag credits of various types which 
an be adequately served by pri 
vately owned institutions. We rec 
ognize that the exigencies of the 
now passing depression made neces 
3ary a large participation by govern 
ment for a time in the task of meet 
dig emergency financial needs. 
“Those 
conditions 
have 
been 
largely remedied and the obligation 
now rests upon the banks and other 
financial agencies to dem onstrate to 
the people of this country that they 
are fully able and willing to m eet all 
demands upon them for sound credit 
cooperation. It is our duty as bank­ 
ers to facilitate in every effective 
way the retirem ent of government 
agencies from credit activities by 
promoting public understanding of 
the proper function of privately 
owned banking.”

price before the time of final set­ 
tlement. 
The name was originally ‘bear­ 
skin jobbers,*’ and was probably 
first used iii allusion to the proverb 
“To sell tile bear’s skin before one 
bas caught tile bear.” 
A bear is 
also one who speculates for a de­ 
cline or one who sells short, ob­ 
serves a w riter in the Indianapolis 
News.
